| A bundred years ago New York was a
very small city compared with what it
has since become or compared with many
other then existing cities. It was far
behind its sister city, Philadelphia, in
the race for commercial supremacy which
had already begun. But even then the
business in stocks and bonds must have
been of importance, and the brokers do-
business in New York must have
felt the need of someorganization among
themselves.

Atall events, 23 of them met on the
